These typographically cancelled 
postage stamps are usually re- 
ferred to as newspaper precancels 
in this country, though not neces- 
sarily so in France. 

According to Gilbert Noel’s “Les 
Timbres de Journeaux de France” 
des Editions E, H. de Beaufond, 
1950, a postal monthly bulletin 
dated January 1869, a supplement 
to the postal newspaper rate de- 
cree of June 25, 1856, and still a 
legal notice in 1870, announced 
the following rules to be observed 
by all newspaper editors and pub- 
lishers, 

“Postage stamps that are to be 
used by the newspapers and that 
are to cover the rate, as per de- 
cree of 1856, are to be affixed to 
the blank. sheet of paper, at the 
upper right corner of the last 
column of the first page. They 
are to be typographically can- 
celled by at least four lines of 


folded in such a manner as to ex- 
pose these stamps at all times 
during the delivery of the news- 
papers.” 

The rates, according to this no- 
tice were as follow: Within 
France and Algeria, 2 centimes 
for 20 grams, plus 1 centime for 
each additional 10 grams for a 
non-political journal, and 4 cen- 
times for 40 grams, plus I centime 
for each additional 10 grams for 
a political journal. A lower rate 
however was authorized within a 
Department or an Editorial Dis- 
trict as outlined by the Postal 
Authorities. This rate was 
centime for 20 grams, plus 1 cen- 
time for each additional 20 grams 
for a non-political journal and 
centimes for 40 grams, plus 
centime for each additional 
grams for a political one. 
However, these rates were made 
uniform by an order dated April 
6, 1878 for France and Algeria; 
whether a journal was political, or 
not, they were as_ follows: 
centimes for 25 grams, plus 
centime for each additional 25 
grams, and for the Departments 
and the limited Editorial Districts, 
1 centime for 50 grams, plus half 
a centime for each additional 25 
grams. An exception was made 
for the Department of the Seine 
and Seine et Oise; the rate was 
to be 1 centime for 25 grams, plus 
half a centime for each additional 
25 grams. 

By an order dated April 16, 1895 
the rates were reduced by add- 
ing 25 grams to the 2 centime rate 
for France and Algeria, making 
it 2 centimes for each 50 grams 
instead of 25 grams. 

The rates for destinations out- 
side of France and Algeria were 
as follows: for the French Colon- 
ies 12 centimes for 50 grams, for 
the Levant 12 centimes for 40 
grams, for Foreign Countries, 5 
centimes for 50 grams, except 
that, for the United States, the 
rate was to be eight centimes for 
50 grams.

Typographic Cancels On 
French Postage Stamps 


by Charles Bretagne 


This article will be concerned only with the regular postage 
stamps of France; typographically cancelled on newspapers. It will 


newspaper Stamps of 1868. These 


stamps have a long and complicated history of their own and shall 
be omitted from this article. Also, not to be mentioned herein, are 
the well known newspaper postal date killers, cancelling, usually, 
in red. Nor will the newspaper postal wrapper be covered. 





| proposed by the Universal Postal 


Union decree effective as of Janu- 
jary 1, 1876 and were so adopted 
| though not official before 1895, in 
| France, 

Prior to 1876 the rates were 8 
|centimes for the French Colonies 
and the Levant, for Foreign Coun- 
tries the rates varied considerably. 

Thus we find that generally the 
2 centime rate prevails, and that 
the 2 centime stamps are the com- 
mon ones in this group of typo- 
graphically cancelled stamps. One 
centime pairs are found, though 
not so common, except of course 
*when the 1 centime stamp itself is 
rarer as with the 1 centime Bor- 
deaux or the type I Sage. 

As an example of the exactness 
of the rate, a newspaper published 
in December 1870 titled “La De- 
|fense Nationale” used the 4 cen- 
times Laurel Wreath Empire 
stamps, diagonally sheared and 
used as a bisect for the 2 centime 
rate. These are extremely rare. 

The 4 centimes stamps are less 
common thus cancelled because 
usually the rate was covered by 
a pair of the 2 centimes Ceres, or 
a pair of the type II Sage stamps, 
except of course in the extremely 
rare case when a block of four of 
the 1 centime was used. 

Only four of these blocks of four 
are known to this day, they are: 
the 1 centime imperforate Em- 
pire, the 1 centime Laurel Wreath 
Empire, the 1 centime Ceres and 
the 1 centime type II Sage black 
on blue. Of the 4 centimes the 
| rarest stamp is probably the type 
This stamp was 











Only rarely did mewspapers 
| weigh more than 40 grams. When 
this was the case, the 5 centime 
stamps were used. Thus cancelled, 
this stamp is known to exist in 
all issues but is not easily found. 

Finally, a non-political journal 
with a weight of between 20 and 
30 grams required 3 centimes, This 
again becomes very interesting as 
strips of three of the 1 centime 
stamps were used. Sometimes 
combination of the 1 and 2 cen- 
times were used. 

Usually so. affixed were the 
Ceres or the type II Sage stamps 
of 1878, yet a strip of three of the 
Laurel Wreath Empire stamp of 
the 1 centime denomination is 
known off paper thus cancelled. 
Used in these combinations could 
have been the 1 centime type II 
Sage of the rare Prussian blue 
color. Two are known; one off 
paper and the other on fragment. 
What a thrill it would be to find 
such a stamp on a_e complete 
journal. 

Needless to say, any of these 
typographically cancelled stamps 
found on complete newspapers 
showing the date of issue as well 
as the title of the publication are 
definitely very hard to find today 
and are worth hunting for.

cerned only with the rates of 
France and Algeria. Let us con- 
sider the rates of the French Col- 
onies and the Foreign ones. For 
the 8 centimes, rate for the French 
Colonies and the Levant, pairs of 
the four centime stamps were 
used. Two issues are known in 
pairs, the Laurel Wreath Empire 
and the Ceres issue thus cancelled, 

Logically strips of three of the 








4 centimes, covering the 12 cen- 
| time rate to the Levant could ex- 
jist. However, we find them can- 
jcelled with the newspaper date} 
killer, in red, and not typographi- | 
sally cancelled. Whether some} 
will eventually be found is not} 
known, none have been found to} 
date. 

Just as mysterious is the fact! 
that no Sage stamps of the 4 cen- | 
time denomination, either in pairs | 
or strips covering’ the 8 and 12 
centime rates, as per the UPU, 
have ever been found thus can- 
celled. Could it be that the typo- 
graphical cancellation, common in 
France and Algeria at the time 
was not to be used abroad, and 
that all newspapers were to be 
cancelled with the date killer? Or 
perhaps, the newspaper wrappers 
were more appropriate because of 
their available space where one 
could write the address of the sub- 
scribers, 

The 1 centime Sage black, thus 
typographically cancelled is com- 
mon after 1878, yet, prior to that 
date, it is a gem. Strips of three 
of the 1 centime or combinations 
of the 1 or 2 centimes are rare 
after June 1878, the 3 centime 
Sage bistre, being issued that 
month. The 3 centimes Sage grey, 
is not too common either; it is not 
used very often after 1895 as the 
weight was changed from 25 
grams to 50 grams. When they 
are found after that date, on com- 
plete journals, they are _ prized 
copies. 

Finally, let’s not forget the little 
ones of the 20th century, the type 
Blanc stamps of 1900. The 1 cen- 
time black or grey black is little 
known today thus cancelled, as a 
single or in pairs, rarer in pairs. 
The 2 centimes are found, yet, the 
3 centimes can be catalogued as 
very rare. Only two off paper 
are known, 


As for the 4 and 5 centimes type 
Blanc, we have encountered them. 
However it is very doubtful if 
they ever served on newspapers. 
Probably, they were freaks on 
printed matter so made by a pri- 
vate printer. 

Higher denominations than the 
5 centimes are sometimes found 
thus cancelled. These stamps 
were used on public posters, the 
rate was not controlled by weight 
but by the dimension of the poster. 
A large poster placard on the side 
of a building required a high tax 
rate. These stamps, like the 
others were affixed to the blank 
sheet of paper before printing. 
They are not to be classified as 
newspaper stamps. 

It was decreed that typographi- 
cally cancelled stamps of all de- 
nominations were not to be used 
after May 31. 1908. Accordingly 
on this date the newspaper in- 
dustry no longer followed the 
practice of using this very inter- 
esting typographical cancellation.

An Answer To Amy L. Swift 


Few of you who read this will know Amy L. Swift. But we 
older collectors will remember her. Anyhow I have a letter from 
Amy with a question which I want to answer first, then I will tell 
you about Amy.

She writes me as follows: “Here is a 
question many of us would like to have 
answered! Do YOU, YOURSELF, wash 
off the gum from your U. S. blocks, espe- 
cially plate blocks as you advise us read- 
ers to wash the gum from our treasures?” 

No Amy, I do not. I do not because 
the majority of collectors and_ dealers 
would wash off a good bit of the recog- 
nized value of these stamps if that were 
done but what I have been trying to do is 
to convince the cataloguers and others 
that for the sake of safety, for the sake 
of saving our stamps, it would be the wise 
thing to quit recognizing gum as of value 
and to encourage the removal of gum 
from all stamps for their better preserva- 
tion. Anyone who has been in the stamp 
game as long as you have knows quité 
well that a great many older stamps are 
showing the ravages of gum. One particu- 
cies ain prominent set is our Columbian issue. 

ou, who have the Columbians, can very 
GEORGE W. LINN well prove this by examining the backs 
of your fine mint copies. You will find few of them but what have 
a mass of crackly gum on them. These gum cracks were not there 
when the stamps were issued. They are getting worse year after 
year and it is only a question of time until they will eventually disin- 
tegrate the paper under them. Many old foreign, especially the 
heavily gummed early Austria also show this situation much plainer 
than do our Columbians. 

The older and earlier stamps in many intances look better pre- 
served than do many of our later issues. In the early days they made 
paper from rags. Today, but little of the paper most of us use has any 
rag content. It is chiefly sulphite and wood pulp. It will rot to dust 
in a period of time. It will rot much quicker with the gum on it than 
without the gum. I have seen stamps of the past 50 years that if 
taken between two fingers and bent a bit would crumble away. This 
is because of the cheap paper used in them. Your 5c and 10c 1847 will 
not do this because they are on fine quality rag paper and of course 
not one in a thousand has any gum, so you are without the danger 
there. This is also true of most of the old U. S. before 1870 during 
which period soft cheaper paper came into general use. We, who 
collect British Colonials, can be thankful that the British are still 
using a pretty fine quality of paper to print their stamps on and thus 
they will endure. 

If you will take a block of the current Commemoratives of our 
country and bend the tail which has the plate number on it, just as 
much as about 30 to 45 degrees you will note that you break the gum 
surface. This gum is heavy and is almost like a thin piece of glass. 
Once you break this gum surfaée you have also broken the fibre in the 
paper. If you will now bend the tail over the other way to the same 
angle you can almost shake the tail loose from the stamp because you 
have broken the gum that breaks the fibre of the paper and the plate 
block is lost. 

If you will take a similar block and wash the gum from it you can 
fold the tail clear back and then straighten it out again and soak and 
press it and your block will still hold together and it will stay that 
wa 
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y. 

Just try this experiment for yourself. Too many people are care- 
less in handling their blocks and the least bend in the glassy surface 
of the gum is the beginning of the end of your blocks. If the gum 
is washed off this danger is eliminated almost wholly and blocks 
will be preserved. 

Now for Amy. Only you who were active in stamps at the early 
part of this century will recognize the name of Amy L. Swift, but 
to we oldsters who were collecting stamps at that time, the name of 
Amy L. Swift is well known. She was a regular advertiser in the 
leading stamp papers of those days. Yes, a female stamp dealer 
away back in those days when it was a rare thing to even find a 
woman who collected stamps let alone dealt in them. 

It would be interesting to have a bit of copy with reminiscences 
of those early days by a lady who was a part of that period when we 
pe all general collectors and had a chance to fill our International 
albums. 

There has been a big change since the days when Amy L. Swift 
Was an active stamp dealer. Today the number of women interested 
in stamps and stamp collecting runs into the thousands and not a 
small number of them are successful dealers in stamps, often under 
a name that does not expose their sex. Stamp dealing is a splendid 
field for them and it is a hobby which should attract them as no other 
hobby can. More power to the Amy L. Swifts of today. 


Plate Number Singles 


The collecting of Plate Number Singles is becoming more popu- 
lar every day. The latest help in this direction is a catalogue of 
these stamps ii. used condition just issued by Antonio Hebert, Box 
441, Gardena, Calif. Mr. Hebert started gathering plate number 
singles in used condition from controlled mail many years ago. To- 
day he has perhaps the largest stock in the United States and he has 
just issued a catalogue starting with the Bi-centennials and running 
right up to date. Mr. Hebert should have some idea of the value 
and scarcity of these singles and he has priced them. This, there- 
fore, makes the list a fair guide for sale and trade between collectors. 
But we feel that he has priced many of the later ones too high. They 
could not be sold at such prices and are thus out of line with older 
issues. Unused singles are plentiful at much less than his used prices 
and anyone with an unused single can get it used for nothing, thus 
prices are too high for recent material. 

We recently referred to dealers who were using color prints of 
U. S. stamps in their advertising. We note Mr. Hebert has pictured 
the 5c United Nations in natural color on the front of his catalogue. 
This is against postal laws and should not be done, but the illustra- 
tion gives a lovely example of what a set of four single plate num- 
bers look like and the ease of mounting and housing makes singles 
a popular field. It takes from one third to one sixth as many albums 
to house a collection and they give you the same record of plates 
used as you get from the blocks, so why not try singles and see how 
et more satisfactory the job of collecting and caring for them 
Ww. ie.

Elections Spur 
Free Frank Use 


According to the United Press 
and the New York Times, House 
of Representative investigators 
revealed recently that represent- 
atives, spurred by election year 
pressures, were flooding the 
country with the greatest bar- 
rage of “propaganda” in history 
at the taxpayers expense. 

The House Folding Room, which 
puts Congressional mail into en- 
velopes, is three weeks behind in 
its job and is sending out mail 
at the rate of 170,000 pieces a 
day. 

The backlog is so large that 
some law-makers are bickering 
openly over who gets served first 
and are accusing each other of 
“monopolizing” the free service. 

It is costing the taxpayers $20,- 
000 a month just for folding such 
mail and putting it into enve- 
lopes. Almost all of it is sent 
out under’ the Congressional 
“franking” privilege—postage 
free. 

A special House Administration 
subcommittee reported .that the 
folding room, with 103 employees 
is swamped because of the “elec- 
tion-year” rush.

It said that last year, when 
things were not so hectic, the 
folders handled 16,392,000 pieces 
of mail. About 145 House mem- 
bers did not use the service at 
all, and 119 members furnished 
fewer than 25,000 pieces each. 

But 128 members sent through 
25,000 to 100,000 each, forty sent 
100,000 to 500,000 pieces and three 
furnished 500,000 or more pieces 
each. 

Representatives Ralph W. 
Gwinn, Republican of New York; 
George Bender, Republican of 
New York, and John T. Wood, 
Republican of Idaho, are among 
the biggest users of the service. 

And the investigators made it 
clear that they were peeved at 
the big users. “They’re taking a 
little more than the lion’s share,” 
commented Representative Ken 
Regan, Democrat of Texas, and 
subcommittee chairman. He said 
that because it is a “Presidential 
year, there’s more propaganda 
than ever.” 

Representative James W. Trim- 
ble, Democrat of Arkansas, a sub- 
committee member, said use by 
some members was “excessive” 
and “all out of proportion to their 
responsibility. They are sending 
stuff all over the United States.” 

Mr. Regan said many members 
were using the Folding Room for 
sending out “weekly news let- 
ters” to constituents. “That’s im- 
posing too much,” he said. “They 
should use their own secretarial 
help.” (Congressmen are allow- 
ed secretarial help up to about 
$23,000 a year at government ex- 
pense.)

On reliable information I un- 
derstand that the first day of is- 
sue of the forthcoming “Bible” 
stamp is to be September 30. Ap- 
parently the date was chosen 
with more premeditation than 
coincidence for it is also the feast 
day of St. Jerome, Doctor of 
Sacred Scripture. 

Nearly every denomination of 
Christians is planning some kind 
of special observance for Bible 
Week, September 29 to October 4, 
most of these being high-lighted 
with attempts to make the public 
more fully acquainted with the 
bible’s contents. 

Also sharing major honors with 
the release of the commem is the 
German, Johann Gutenberg. Gu- 
tenberg is credited with being the 
inventor of movable type—with 
which invention he printed the 
bible as his first effort. 

Exact date of this printing is 
not known but it is generally 
conceded to have been in 1452. 
The bible he published was_ the 
Catholic Latin version, the Vul- 
gate. It was published in folio, 
with two columns and 42 lines 
per folio. 

Johann Gutenberg was born in 
Mainz, Germany, the third child 
of a well-to-do family. Early in 
life he became apprenticed to the 
profession of his family for gen- 
erations, goldsmithing and metal 
working. In time he became a 
highly skilled artisan. 

While there existed some gen- 
eral knowledge of printing and 
engraving for centuries it was by 
all standards a .time-consuming 
and tedious piece of work. It 
amounted to carving or shaping 
of individual letters, words or 
pages from wood or metal with a 
subsequent discarding after ohne 
use. 

Gutenberg manufactured metal 
types of the same size which could 
be cast and used time after time, 
His invention was the forerunner 
of all hand-set type, the basis of 
modern printing. 

Today very little type is set by 
hand. High quality printing which 
emphasizes precision and balance 
depends to some extent on hand 
set type, but production items, 
such as newspapers, pamphlets, 
books etc. make use of the ma- 
chines which cast lines of type at 
the will of the operator,

“ ,...1 thought you might be 
interested in reading the results 
of my summary of my twelve 
years of stamp collecting. From 
grade school days I have always

“In twelve years I estimate that 
I have spent $1275.00 on the hob- 
by; this is for everything pertain- 
ing to it, including a compact 
cabinet that I built last year to 
house everything I have as we 
are now living in a small apart- 
ment—this I value at $50.00. My 
albums are Elbe 114” binders with 
LINN’S specialized pages for all 
the U. S. and Unit B_ hand-ruled 
pages for the rest and all are in- 
terleaved with .003 plastic at .04 
per sheet. I have eight of them 
and figure their value at $10 each.

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Since 1911 the French Postal | 
Authorities have maintained pro- 
fessional schools for postal em- 
ployees in large cities. The pur- | 
pose of the schools was to acquaint 
aspiring postmasters with such | 
things as franking rates, the re- 
tailing of stamps, the use of can- 
celling devices and other postal 
matters. For use in these schools 
stamps were provided from 1911 
to 1925; the stamps were demone- 
tized by an overprint reading ‘‘AN- 
NULE” in 1911 and 1923, and 
“SPECIMEN” in 192: 
Although these stamps 
available to the collector, they 
are not at all easy to find, and 
a very fine collection is difficult 
to complete.

Distinguishing between the first 
and second “ANNULE” issues for 
values valid in both 1911 and 1925 
is difficult, since the only visible 
difference in surcharges is that the 
1923 overprint is struck slightly 
higher on the stamp than that of 
1911. In addition to this small dif- 
ference, if one is fortunate enough 
to have the millesimes for the two 
issues, differences in color may be 
classified to distinguish the stamps.

The fact that they come in| 
either flat plate or rotary press | 
printings or, what is of particular | 
interest, in some instances in both 
forms, is something that most col- 
lectors don’t realize. You won’t 
find such information in Scott's, 
of course, or even in any of the 
more familiar French catalogs. 
Only a couple of the most highly 
specialized catalogs (e.g., Yvert’s 
Specialized—long out of print and 


very scarce) give some of the 
necessary information but even! 
these are not complete; hence | 

| 


some of the data included here is 
based on personal observations. 

Distinguishing between flat plate 
and rotary press printings should | 
offer little difficulty to collectors | 
who have come up against the | 
same problem in dealing with! 
many U. S. stamps: the rotaries | 
are slightly taller than the flat | 
plate stamps. Owing to the fact | 
that the size differences are some- 
times rather slight, however, it is 
suggested that instead of attempt- 
ing to measure them with a ruler 
or even by superimposing one 
stamp on another it is preferable 
to select a cheap stamp of the de- 
sign in question, cut it in half ver- 
tically and use this as a standard. 
In this way it is possible to match 
upper and lower frame lines on} 
superimposed stamps with great 
accuracy.

Still another means of differen- 
tiation is the gum. The later rotary 
press stamps have a very charac- 
teristic gum which is quite differ- 
ent in appearance from that used 
for the early flat plate stamps 
(white and minutely striated horé 
zontally instead of yellowish and 
smoothly featureless). This distince- 
tion does not apply to the very 
early rotaries, however, specific- 
ally those in the first issue of Al- 
geria, which have gum almost 1n- 
distinguishable from that used for 
the flat plate stamps of the same 
period. 

One final point must be men- 
tioned: regular printings on ro- 
tary presses of all typographed 
stamps of Algeria and Tunisia

can be determined, only as flat 
plate varieties: Scott’s Nos. 39, 
40, 41, 44, 48, 49, 56 and 59. Nos. 
39a, 43 and 53, being later addi- 
tions, exist only as rotary press 
varieties.

In Tunisia a similar situation 
prevails with regard to stamps of 
types Al0, All and A12, issued at 
the same time as the seconc. issue 
of Algeria. Scott’s Nos. 81-83, 87, 
92 and 94, come only in flat plate 
versions. Nos. 74-80 84, 85, 93, 95 
and 97 (12 values) come in both 
flat plate and rotary press ver- 
sions. And all of the other values, 
being later additions, exist only 
as rotary press varieties. 

The second line of approach to 
a semi-specialized collection, men- 
tioned above, has reference to the 
location and study of collateral 
material (photographs, articles and 
books) pertaining to the subject 
matter portrayed on the stamps 
of French North Africa. Such ma- 
terial is of interest not only to 
those collectors whose approach is 
primarily topical but to all who

mine of information about all three 
countries and include many won- 
derful photographs which can do 
much to dress up any specialized 
collection. The National Geograph- 
ic magazine is a particularly good 
source because any number of 
| bookstores specialize in maintain- 
ing complete files and can furnish 
any desired issue.

There's 
that coin set, Scott's #1 to #9.. One week 
it’s selling at $6.00 to $8.00 and shortly after- 
wards it’s close to the 50.00 mark and this 
soon after the Israel government reduces the 
value of it’s money to one third it’s former 
value! You would think the stamps would 
fall to one third the value. Not if they are 
obsolete. 


It all points out the simple fact that there 
is always very much more paper money of 
every variety in this world than there are 
good stamps and plenty of times this money 
just can’t buy what one wishes at what a 
person fondly believes to be a fair market 
price. Want more proof? Several months ago 
I spent $400.00 advertising to buy Canada

BARBADOS 


This most easterly of all the 
West Indies lies in latitude 13 de- 
grees 4’ N. and longitude 59 de- 
grees 37’ W. It is a British Crown 
Colony which first had an issue 
of stamps in 1852 they being im- 
perf and picturing a seated Brpit- 
annia. 

In size it is but 166 square miles 
having a length of 21 miles and a 
width of 14. The population is ap- 
proximately 203,000. 

Capital of Barbados is Bridge- 
town, the only other community 
of size being Speightstown. 

The greatest part of the island 
is of coral formation but over- 
laid on the coral is a tyfe earth 
which seems to be especially ad- 
apted to the growing of sugar 
cane. Hence sugar, molasses and 
rum are the chief products and 
chief exports. 

While not mountainous, the is- 
land is hilly ranging from flat 
areas along the coast to eleva- 
tions of various heights in the 
interior, Mt. Hillaby being the 
highest at 1100 feet. 

Approximately five-sixths of the 
island’s entire surface is under 
cultivation, the farming in the hil- 
ly interior regions being support- 
ed with the extensive use of ter- 
races along the hill sides. 

Even though located in the trop- 
ics the island is saved from op- 
pressive heat by continuously 
blowing easterly trade winds 
which are present from December 
to June. The average temperature 
ss 80 degrees F.

French Stamp 
Design Trends «4

As there has been so much to-do 
about the ’inaccuracies’” of the 
1000 francs recent French air mail 
stamp (Scott C-17) it might be in- 
teresting to examine the two trends 
in stamp design in contrast with 
some of our own U. S. Stamps. 

For the airmail, the artist, De- 
maris, wanted to make the enlarg- 
ed and heightened dome of the 
building of the French Institute 
and the famous old Pont Neuf, 
built in 1578, the central features of 
his design. To do this he suppress- 
ed the bridge in front of the Pont 
Neuf and to give a pleasing per- 
spective, the curve in the Seine 
was somewhat straightened so as 
to show eleven bridges. 

The physically impossible clear 
view up the Champs Elysees to 
an enlarged Arc de Triomphe was 
tucked up in the right corner. 
There is no doubt, of course, but 
that this perspective of Paris is a 
well-known characteristic of the 
city. Most people feel that this is 
a very well designed stamp. 

The same artist has designed 
several of the previous air mails. 
Take the view of Lille for instance 
(Scott C-23.) The heavily built up 
section surrounding the many his- 
toric buildings has been cleared 
away in the design so as to em- 
phasize them. 

The artist became well known 
for his design for the ‘‘Stamp Day’”’ 
issue of 1950, (Scott B-248). Here

the mail carrier walks vigorously 


and realistically toward you but 
there is rain falling on one should- 
er and sun shining brightly on the 
other. There were vehement pro- 
tests at the time yet this remains 
one of the best designed of the 
“Stamp Day’ stamps. 

A striking example of this sym- 
bolic treatment are the two recent 
stamps to commemorate the ses- 
sions of the U.N. in Paris. They 
show the well known symbol of 
Paris, the Eiffel Tower, firmly 
planted between the wings of the 
less well known Palais de Chaillot 
in whose halls the U. N. held its 
meetings. 

The fact is the Eiffel Tower is 
behind you and some 300 odd feet 
lower than the terrace of the Pal- 
ais de Chaillot. There appears to 
have been no complaints about 
this lack of realism. 

Let us now look at a recent U.S. 
commem, the B & O RR stamp. 
Three modes of _ transportation 
were to be shown,—and realisti- 
cally. However the horse is in an 
impossible gait. Reminds one of an 
early Currier & Ives print where 
galloping horses have all four feet 
spread in the air. It took the 
French artist, Degas, to bring them 
down to earth and their proper 
gaits. 

Of course France has a great 
many well known historic sites and 
monuments to serve as motives for 
stamp designs. Artists very skill- 
fully simplify these views. Of the 
large number of recent French is- 
sues which may be grouped as 
landscapes let’s cite one little 
known to tourists, the ‘‘Arbois’’ 
stamp of 1951. It is an excellent 
example of an artistic simplifica- 
tion to produce a very pleasing 
yet realistic design—a real pictor- 





ial yet not photographic. 
The 100 francs airmail stamp 





(Scott C-28) is a fine example of 
the same thing of a subject well 
known to tourists the Alexander 
III bridge and the famous expo- 
sition buildings in the back- 
ground. 

So we conclude that in France 
there are two divergent trends in 
design,—the symbolic and the pic- 
torial. 
country stamp design is restricted 
to the staff artists of the Bureau 
of Engraving & Printing. When 
there is not too much pressure and 
too shor a dead line, they do pro- 
duce some very well designed 
stamps.

Are you one of those who likes 
to make a showing of the effects 
of inflation, of decreasing value 
of money, on stamps? Then either 
metropolitan France or almost any 
colony, or a group of colonies 
will show you what can be done. 
As the franc went down in value, 
the green stamp for the interna- 
tional printed matter rate, the red 
stamp for the international postal 
card. rate, and the blue stamp for 
the international letter rate, went 
up in value.

France and the Colonies alike fur- 
nish these. Many of them are not 
too costly. Most of them are 
beautiful: indeed, far handsomer 
than a large portion of the issued 
stamps. 

At the opposite end of the 
story, and way back in time, are 
you fond of numeral cancella- 
tions? France used two sets: one

published in our language in this 
country, by Kremer. They can be 
had easily—they are usually 
legible. 

Still further back into history, 
do you like stampless covers? 
French ones ar@ not too hard to 
get, and usually the town and 
rate marking are both clear and 
interesting. Those which did in- 
ternational travel, into or out of 
France, are sometimes most in- 
triguing. 

Would you get most joy out of 
collecting “Offices Abroad?” Then 
again France is your field. First 
there were the covers and post- 
marks when the French offices all 
around the Mediterranean used 








regular French stamps. After that 
comes the special issues for these 
offices and for those still further 
afield as in Zanzibar—all of them 
“deuced hard” to find as used 
copies on nice covers, 

Later on come those in the Far 
East—including those of Indo- 
China in southern China. It’s 
perfectly true that the British had 
more “Offices Abroad”, especially 
in early days—but these British 
offices have become such a 
specialists’ paradise that you can 
hardly find the items any longer. 
Many a French “Used Abroad” | 
still rests unnoticed in collections | 
and in some dealers’ stocks. 

Or do you like Ship Covers? | 
Well, the French ship lines had 
their postmarks from even before 
the days of stamps— and there 
were dockside post offices for 
ship mail at many a port in the 
Caribbean as well as in the 
Mediterranean. 

The covers are most interesting 
too—often with stamps of the 
country of origin to take the let- 
ter to the port and French stamps 
to carry it to Europe. All these 
markings are listed in a well 
known book by Bourselet, Gilbert 
and co-workers. 

So you don’t care for any of 
these, but prefer to collect pre- 
cancels? France, Algeria and 
Tunis are your countries, then. 
France started precanceling in 
1869. The old Newspaper Stamps 
of that year are known only un- 
used and precancelled, The same 
precancelling occurs on the regu- 
lar stamps then current and those 
current up to around 1880. Then 
precanceling lapsed for a while, 
to be resumed with an experi- 
mental roller in Paris twice ‘in 
1893. Ah but those are really hard 
to find! 1920 saw precancelling 
resumed with “Dateds” and 1923 
starts the uniform printed half- 
circle precanceling that has lasted 
to this day. This same half-circle, 
set askew on French stamps ap- 
pears on Tunisian and on AIl- 
gerian stamps ,.. the same pre- 
cancelling, 

But you would rather collect 
Slogan Postmarks? Ah, “mon 
ami” as a French collector might 
say, again you need only taste the 
lovely French slogan postmarks. 
They are not usually pictorial, but 
they are varied and interesting. 
They apear in the 1920’s and keep 
going right up to now. 

Alternatively, you are one of the 
small and sincere band that pre- 
fers Metered Mail to everything 
else. It’s true that you haven’t the

In fact, France and the other 
French countries, from New Cale- 
donia to Mauritania, from St. 
Pierre-Miquelon to Reunion, will 
give you almost anything phila- 
telic that you can ask for. 
Even miscallied “secret marks”, 
the delight of the collectors of 
United States. 

Bank Note issues, exist on early 
French stamps. Like those of the 
U. S., they were not secret—just 
long unnoticed. Even if you want 
nothing but combination “mixed 
franking” covers, with stamps of 
two countries used together, you 
can come to the French countries 
and be rewarded with interesting 
ones. 

Such is the appeal of the French 
section of the world’s philately. 
There is another beauty, too. The 
handbooks and catalogs are not 
too hard to read. Most of the 
French philatelic terms are siml- 
lar to our own. If you have been 
exposed to Spanish in high-school, 
you can usually manage, with a 
little practice, to read a catalog 
in French. 

But almost everything that is 
essential to your philatelic enjoy- 
ment now exists in American, 
(Not in “English,” be it noted, be- 
cause most of the translations 
and books are written this side of 
the fishpond). 

In writing this, I speak from 
experience. I collected precancels 
of almost every country, formerly. 
France is the only major country 
whose precancels I now follow 
actively, and one of the only two 
of which I have a collection. I 
disposed of the others as no long- 
er interesting. 

Eight years ago, after collecting 


many other fields, I took up 
France 1876-1900 issues, a neg- 
lected field.” It has been rich- 


ly rewarding in real stamp en- 
joyment, far beyond anything else 
that I have started in the last 
twenty years.
